SASH 

Remove broken putty, primi 
the tare wood and let dry 
overnight. Then apply good 
linseed oil putty. After 
hardening for a week , prompt- 
ly paint all putty with SWP, 
right up to the glass. Paint 
the bottom edge of sash 
(frequently neglected) and 
putty up all cracks around 
the window sill and joints 
where the siding meets the 
casing. Keep moisture from 
soaking into the wood be 
cause it causes paint to peer. 
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SIDING 

When paint peels, don't give 
up until you find the leaky 
gutter, faulty flashing or 
open joint where water is 
getting in. Always apply the 
putty after the priming coat . 




GUTTERS 

Gutters clogged with leaves 
and leaking rusty water, 
streak the house and fre- 
quently cause paint to peel. 
Keep them cleaned out and 
paint with Ebonol. Repair 
holes temporarily with a piece 
of tin held in place with S-W 
Liquid Roof Cement. Use 
S-W Elastic Roof Cement 
around chimneys and leaky 
roof flashing. Make heavy 
galvanized screen strainers 
to fit downspouts where leaves 
accumulate readily. 




WOOD SHINGLES

Failure to paint railings soon 
rusts out nails, opens up 
joints and weakens the struc- 
ture.

FLASHINGS 

It is most important to have 
proper flashings over doors 
and windows , otherwise water 
gets behind the siding and 
casings causing paint to peel.

Flashings joining porch roofs 
to the house should be replac- 
ed by a carpenter if defective. 
Rusted flashings should be 
carefully sandpapered and 
painted.

HOW OFTEN SHOULD I PAINT 
MY HOUSE? 

That depends upon (1) local 
climatic conditions (2) qual- 
ity and color of paint used 
(3) the skill with which it is 
applied. Under average con- 
ditions a house painted by a 
reliable painter with quality 
paint will last 4-5 years. 




WHAT SEASON FOR HOUSE 
PAINTING? 

Paint when weather conti- 
nues warm and dry between 
50° and 85°. In early spring 
and late fall, however it usu- 
ally is not safe to paint be- 
fore 10:00 A.M. or later than 
3:00 P.M. Don't paint if frost 
or fog are expected during 
the night. Avoid periods when 
the air is full of dust or in- 
sects. 
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HOW MANY COATS OF PAINT? 

New houses 3 coats 

SWP Undercoater 2 coats 

SWP 1 coat. 
Repaint jobs 2 coats 

SWP Undercoater 1 coat 

SWP House Paint 1 coat 
House paint applied over a 
porous surface without prim 
ing is robbed of its oil and 
weathers prematurely. A 
house properly primed will 
greatly outwear the paint job 
where priming is omitted for 
a quick one-coat job.

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TALL HOUSES 

A tall, narrow house appears 
lower when the upper body 
an^l roof are painted in colors 
considerably darker than the 
lower part. Avoid trimming 
vertical lines, such as corner 
boards in different color than 
body paint. 




SMALL HOUSES 

Small houses need simple one- 
color painting in light expand 
ing tints. Reserve trim colors 
for shutters or possibly the 
door. Keep roof color light 
in tone. 




WHAT COLORS? 

Surroundings and proximity 
of nearby dwellings have im- 
portant bearing also style 
of the house.

VITAL MATERIALS 

Bristle — even reclaimed 
bristle is a vital war mate- 
rial. The war has cut off our 
main source of supply, China. 
In addition, the Government 
needs 175,000 pounds of 
bristle for wool carding ma- 
chines making uniforms and 
blankets. Here's how to take 
care of your brush: 

TO CLEAN 

Marvelac and shellac brushes 
clean in alcohol. 
Oil paint brushes clean in 
Exolvent, turpentine. 
Kem-Tone brushes clean in 
water. When paint is all 
loosened, shake out we'll and 
wash in hot soapsuds before 
putting away. Smoothen 
bristle and wrap in paper to 
keep clean while drying. Lay 
away flat. 

Kem-Tone Roller-Koater 
cleans with water. Hang jip 
to dry. 




ALWAYS USE THE BROAD SIDE 

Using the brush sidewise 
wears the bristle unevenly. 
Spread paint with the brush 
in upright position using the 
tips of the bristle. Paint goes 
on easier, and more uniformly 
than when the sides of the 
bristle are used. 



SOME IMPORTANT D0NTS 

Don't leave a brush in water. 
Clean out after using. 
Don't stand a brush on end. 
Curls bristles lay flat. 
Don't use same brush for 
painting and varnishing. 
Always use a Clean Brush. 




SPREADING HOUSE PAINT 

Use the brush, scant-full, 
with a free swinging stroke 
side to side allowing the 
tips of the bristle to work 
the paint well into the sur- 
face . Avoid painting on cold , 
damp days. Don't paint over 
dew or frost on the surface 
or when fog or frost are ex- 
pected at night. Wrinkling 
results. 




HOW TO SPREAD SEMI- 
LUSTRE 

Use plenty of paint so that 
it spreads freely, allowing 
brush marks to flow out. 
Spread each brushful, level- 
ling the finish with light 
strokes by the tip of the 
brush, not necessary to use 
straight strokes — fan it out 
free and easy. 




HOW TO APPLY VARNISH 

On wide surfaces, door pan- 
els, table tops, etc., brush 
three ways. First, longway 
of the grain with a full brush. 
Next, without loading more 
varnish, brush crosswise to 
cover all skips. Finally, with 
brush scraped fairly dry, 
stroke lengthwise again to 
pick up any excess varnish, 
to smoothen the surface. 
Use the tip of the brush, 
lightly. 




DON'T OVERLOAD THE BRUSH 

When painting, don't over- 
load the brush. Use the paint 
can half- full. Dip the brush 
1/3 its length. Tap against 
the inside wall of the can to 
remove excess paint. Don't 
scrape over the edge. This 
causes paint to collect, dry 
and put specks on the job. 



HINTS

UPSIDE DOWN 

Turn chairs, tables upside- 
down to paint. Do underpart 
and legs first. Apply Enarn- 
eloid to legs, spindles, by 
brushing round and round. 
Finish long stretches by 
stroking lengthwise. Pick up 
excess paint in this way. 




SPREAD NEWSPAPERS 

Spread plenty of newspapers 
under and around piece to ■ 
be painted. Have all your 
materials near at hand. Paint 
in a spot away from constant 
traffic by the family. Avoid 
dusting, cleaning in room un- 
til piece is dry. 




USE A SHIELD 

When painting floors, use a 
cardboard shield. Hold it 
against wall with free hand 
to protect that surface or 
baseboard. When varnishing, 
cover 4 or 5 floor boards at 
a time for a distance of about 
4 feet. Grasp shield firmly. 




TO DARKEN FLOORS 

New hardwood floors may be 
darkened slightly before var- 
nishing by using S-W Golden 
Oak Paste Wood Filler in- 
stead of a stain . Soft woods 



will not "take" a filler. Use 
either S-W Oil Stai" and var- 
nish or S-W Flo-Lac, stain 
and varnish combined. 




FILLER COLOR 

For lightest possible finish 
on oak floors use Transparent 
Paste Wood Filler and white 
shellac. 

For most beautiful, durable 
natural finish use Natural 
Paste Wood Filler and S-W 
Mar-Not Varnish. 
With stained effects use S-W 
Golden Brown Paste Wood 
Filler and Mar-Not Varnish. 




HIDE THE SURFACE 

For a grained and varnished 
floor finish hide the old floor 
with two coats of Flo-Lac 
ground color. Sandpaper 
rough places smooth, of 
course. Use Flo-Lac Grain- 
ing Preparation producing a 
wood grain effect, then finish 
with S-W Flo-Lac and Mar- 
Not Varnish. 
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ASPHALT TILE 

The safest floor covering for 
basement recreation room 
floors is asphalt tile. Ground 
moisture coming through ce- 
ment floors makes painting 
hazardous. Brighten the col- 
ors and prevent dirt grinding 
into the surface by using S-W 
Prepared Wax or S-W self- 
polishing Flo-Wax. 




OPEN WINDOWS 

Open windows in clear dry 
weather after using Kem- 
Tone or other wall paints 
ventilation helps drying. But 
use caution when varnishing 
or enameling a windy day 
blows in dust. Damp rainy 
weather slows drying.

THAT FIRST COAT 

Often overlooked by the 
amateur is Flat-Rite UAder- 
coater, the foundation coat 
for a finer enamel finish. It 
not only hides the old surface 
but levels the surface and 
holds out the enamel to a 
richer finish than can be ob- 
tained with enamel, alone. 




WHEN TO THIN 

Most paints are made ready- 
to-use at normal tempera- 
tures and over a sealed sur- 
face. In cool weather and ex- 
cessively warm dry weather 
the addition of a slight 
amount. of Exolvent thinner 
makes the finish spread freer. 
Stir thoroughly and in all 
cases follow directions on the 
label carefully. 




SAVE THOSE DABS 

' Don't throw out or push 
aside left-over paint. Pour a 
layer of turpentine or Exolv- 
ent over surface and seal 
tightly. Next season it may 
be just enough for that touch- 
up job or for brightening an 
accessory, odd piece. 




RECLAIMING OLD PAINT 

- Just because left-over paint 
or varnish formed a rubbery 



skin during storage, don't 
throw it out. Cut it with 
knife at edge of can, lift out, 
thin slightly, strain remain- 
der through muslin. Add 
thinner to bring back to 
proper consistency. 




ORGANIZE PAINT SHELF 

A well-kept paint shelf usu- 
ally means a well -organized 
home. Use glass coffee-jars 
or baby- food jars for left- 
overs, sb you can see colors 
without opening. Or paint 
can covers with each color 
before you clean your brush. 




BABY THOSE BRUSHES 

Brushes are almost irreplace- 
able take good care of them. 
Clean out in thinner after 
each use, then wash out in 
soapsuds. Rinse and if not 
clean rewash in fresh soap- 
suds. Shake water out of 
rinsed brush, smoothen the. 
bristle, wrap in paper- and 
lay flat to dry. Never leave 
standing in paint or in a 
bucket of water. 




ROLLER-KOATER 

You don't have to apply 
Kem-Tone with straight 
strokes. No brush marks will 
show, so you can roll the 
special applicator, the Roller - 
Koater, in any direction, and 
same goes when applying 
Kem-Tone with a brush. 




STIR THOROUGHLY 

All paints, enamels and dull 
varnishes should be stirred 
carefully before using. Be sure 
none of the pigment remains 
on the bottom of the can.

SANDPAPERING PLASTER 

New plaster should not be 
sandpapered except very 
lightly to remove specks, etc. 
as this would create porous 
spots in the wall. If plaster 
patches are rough, they must 
be rubbed smooth with sand- 
paper on a flat block. These 
porous spots must be coated 
with Wall Primer and Sealer 
before painting the wall to 
assure uniformity of the 
painted finish. 



FADED SPOTS 

Sometimes in painting plas- 
ter walls certain spots may 
dry out Hght in color. This is 
due to greater porosity in 
those parts of the wall. The 
remedy is to coat the spots 
with Wall Primer and Sealer 
or with Kern-Tone, letting it 
dry thoroughly before paint- 
ing the entire wall.

Also clean out 
and fill all cracks and brok- 
en plaster with spachtle or 
patching plaster then prime 
with Wall Primer and Sealer 
or when painting with Kem- 
Tone touch up these spots 
with Kern -Tone.

Light-colored , washable walls , 
ceiling and woodwork are es- 
sential in the kitchen, work 
center of every house. ' 

Colored kitchens are the cur- 
rent style. 

Use bright accent colors but 
keep wall surfaces light. 
Cool colors are grand in sun- 
ny kitchens — make you feel 
cooler when the oven is 435°! 




STAINS ON WALLS 

Cooking vapors deposit a film 
on kitchen walls even though 
you may not notice it. Don't 
paint over a dirty, greasy 
wall. Wash well using the 
water hot and rinse with clear 
water before re-painting. This 
is most essential because the 
new finish dries harder, with- 
out streaking and is more 
easily washable. 




USE A DADO 

A dado in the bathroom adds 
charm. Usually it is deeper 
toned than the upper wall 
and ceiling but also may be 
same as baseboard in Enam- 
eloid with Semi-Lustre on 
upper wall. When walls and 
floor are light tile, use a deep 



Enameloid color on upper 
wall and ceiling with stars, 
decalcomanias or other ap- 
plied design. 




REPAIR SETTLING CRACKS 

Clean out with a knife and 
fill with Spachtling Com- 
pound pressing firmly into 
opening with a putty knife.

If the pattern is bright and 
fresh, merely needs a protect- 
ive surface coating, use either 
wax or varnish. 




WAX FINISH 

Wash the surface with Flax- 
oap and warm water. Rinse 
with clear warm water and 
dry the surface.

(soft paste) or Flo -Wax (li- 
quid, "self-polishing"). Wax 
preserves the life of new lino- 
leum, makes cleaning easy. 




VARNISH FINISH 

Remove all wax and grease 
by cleaning the surface thor- 
oughly with Preparite. First 
coat of Sherwin-Williams Dex 
Linoleum Varnish is reduced 
with one pint of Exolvent or 
turpentine per gallon; second 
coat, applied the following 
day, "as is." 




TO ENAMEL LINOLEUM 

Linoleum that has a worn- 
out, dulled pattern but is 
otherwise in good condition, 
can be given a durable finish 
with Floor Enamel. Follow 
directions above for varnish 
finish , substituting enamel 
for varnish. Allow overnight 
drying between coats. 
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HOW TO PAINT UNPAINTED FURNITURE 



TO PAINT 

FOR A QUICK AND EASY 
FINISH apply two coats of 
Enameloid in the color select- 
ed. Thin the first coat slightly 
with S-W Exolvent. 
FOR A NICER FINISH: 
Rub the wood smooth with 
No. 00 sandpaper. Dust well. 
First coat: S-W Flat-Rite 
Undercoater with a little raw 
linseed oil added. 



TO STAIN 

When sandpapering, use No. 
00 sandpaper, rubbing "with" 
the grain of the wood — never 
crosswise. Dust well and use 
S-W Woodcraft Stain in any 
one of six beautiful tones. 
Apply freely with a soft 
brush. Wiping lightly with a 
cloth, while wet, makes wood 
patterns, more brilliant.

TO VARNISH 

Do not sandpaper the stain 
unless it is sealed with S-W 
Marvelac or shellac, then use 
No. 0000— and lightly. Dust 
off carefully. 

GLOSS FINISH 

Thin the first coat of Mar-Not 
Varnish slightly with S-W 
Exolvent or turpentine. 
When dry, rub only enough 
to knock off any "nibs" or 
dust specks. 

When dry apply the second 
coat of Mar-Not Varnish 
without thinning it. 
Here's how to save work and 
get better results at the same 
time . 

Use a good clean brush. 
Wash it in soap and water if 
necessary. 

Don't use your varnish brush 
as a duster.

A DULL RUB 

Let the gloss varnish finish 
dry hard for about 3 days. 
Make a pad of soft cloth. Wet 
this with rubbing oil and dip 
into a saucer of powdered 
pumice. Rub lengthwise of 
the grain until dull. Usually 
about eight or ten strokes are 
enough. Wipe clean. 



Second coat: An equal part 
mixture of Flat-Rite and the 
Enameloid color selected. 
When dry rub lightly with 
No. 0000 sandpaper to re- 
move "nibs" and dust specks. 
Finish coat: Enameloid, as it 
comes in the can. 
Remember: Use a clean brush. 
Wipe off all dust before ap- 
plying any finishing material. 



Filler for a full high-polish 
varnish finish. However, 
sometimes a "woody" or so- 
called mission finish is de- 
sired and- then the filler is 
omitted and a dull finish is 
applied consisting of S-W 
Marvelac, sealer coat, and 
Mar-Not Satin Finish. 
Only the mahogany shades 
of Woodcraft Stain call for 
sealing with S-W Marvelac 
or Shellac before varnishing. 
Always read the label direc- 
tions before using any finish.

For a dull finish use Mar- Not

WAX FINISH 

Apply a coat or two of S-W 
Prepared Wax over the stain 
and Marvelac coat and polish 
with a soft cloth. Both the 
gloss and dull varnish finish- 
es, likewise, can be waxed if 
desired . 




DECALCOMANIAS 

Good designs are obtainable 
to tie-in with drapery color 
schemes. Easy directions 
come with patterns. Ask to 
see patterns both for var- 
nished and enameled furni- 
ture. When dry, brush a coat 
of thinned Mar-Not Varnish 
over decal for protection. 




HOW TO PAINT A CHAIR 

Sandpaper the old finish uni- 
formly dull and smooth. Dust 
carefully. Place upside down 
on a table paint legs and 
rungs. Turn upright paint 
spindles do edges and seat 
last. 

Paint all round parts, 'round 
and 'round, finishing length- 
wise to avoid skips. Cross 
brush seat three ways to get 
a long-wearing full finish. 
Use the brush scant-full to 
prevent runs and sags. 




MIRRORS 

Frames can be done in Enam- 
eloid or in stain and varnish. 
Mirrors fastened flat to wall 
can be framed by a border 
of Enameloid painted on the 
wall. Paint spattered on glass 
comes off readily with turpen- 
tine and a cloth or a razor 
blade if dried hard. 




CHESTS 

Take out drawers, remove 
handles and place upright on 
papers to paint. If they bind 
on edges or sides, sandpaper 
smooth and wax both drawer 
and guide strips. Polish metal 
drawer pulls with S-W Bras- 
Brite or paint with Enamel- 
oid. Inside of drawers can be 
painted an accenting color of 
Enameloid. 




PICTURE FRAMES 

The "pickle pink" finish is 
produced over bare unfinish- 
ed wood. Apply a coat of 
thinned flat white paint (af- 
ter sandpapering with No. 
0000) and wipe off most of 
the paint. Let dry, sandpaper 
lightly and apply S-W Pre- 
pared Wax. 

TOYS 

Enameloid restores toys of 
all sorts, of wood, metal, 
composition, leatherette. 
Wipe clean with a damp 
cloth or with Preparite be- 




fore painting. Sandpaper any 
rusted spots. Children love 
their toys all over again when 
made new with Enameloid . 
Use different colors to iden- 
tify each child's toy. Children 
are not careless with toys 
newly painted with Enam- 
eloid. 




VALANCE 

Make a valance of wall board 
finish it with Wall Primer 
and Sealer and Enameloid 
or with Kern- Tone, as pre- 
ferred . 




TOOLS 

Paint handles of tools and 
garden utensils with Enam- 
eloid. Wash dirt off metal 
parts, dry and wipe with an 
oily rag (lubricating oil). 




WASTE BASKETS 

One coat of Enameloid re- 
stores them to respectability 
metal, wood or cardboard 
in the proper accent color 
for each room. For decora- 
tion apply a decal pattern or 
a K em-Tone Trim, repeating 
the Trim on a lampshade for 
a smart ensemble. 




METAL TABLE AND CHAIRS 

Clean the bright tubing with 
S-W Bras-Brite. If badly rust- 
ed, sandpaper clean and fin- 
ish with Enameloid. It may 
chip somewhat with wear, 
over this slick surface, but at 
least will be better than the 
rust . 

Rub the painted parts dull 
with No. 00 sandpaper. Wipe 
with Preparite and Enamel- 
oid will do the rest. 
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VENETIAN BLINDS 

Clean wood and metal slats 

with mild soapsuds, rinse 
and dry. Wipe nar)-wnsh- 
nble parts clean with Prepa- 
ring Repaint with Enarnel- 
oid one coat is sufficient. 




KNICK-KNACKS 

Select accent colors from your 
draperies or other furnishings 
and Enameloid book racks, 
tobacco jars, book ends, 
stepladders, outside of flower 
pots, etc., in their colors. It's 
fun but it's thrifty, too! 




CLOSETS AND HANGERS 

Enameloid colors help iden- 
tify each member's hangers, 
shoe trees, hat stands. On 
closet walls this smooth, 
finish insures daintiness and 
makes housekeeping fun. 
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BEDS

dry and sandpaper to a uni- 
form dull surface.

BANNISTERS

Porch furniture, partly pro- 
tected from weather, finishes 
beautifully with Enameloid, 
whether wood, metal or wick- 
er.

CHIPPED SURFACES 

Usually much time and effort 
is saved by removing the 
damaged old finish with Tax- 
ite. Wipe clean with Prepar- 
ite and re finish with a nice 
solid new finish.

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STENCILS

PAINT AND VARNISH 
REMOVER 

S-W Taxite softens old fin- 
ishes so they come off easily. 
Clean mouldings, chair rungs, 
etc. with a vegetable brush 
dipped into Taxite.

^ a few minutes to soften. Very 
heavy old coatings may re- 
quire wetting several times 
with Taxite.

CLEAN-UP, RUB-DOWN 

A strong solution of a good 
cleaning compound and wa- 
ter will remove all grease, 
dirt and some of the shine of 
the old finish. Dry and rub 
uniformly dull with No. 00 
sandpaper. 

When badly scratched or chip- 
ped, save yourself work by 
removing the old finish with 
Taxite. See page 30. (Partic- 
ularly necessary on varnished 
pieces). 

Before finishing wipe with 
Preparite or turpentine to 
eliminate any and all wax. 
Wax prevents proper drying 
and adhesion of new finishes. 
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THE NEW FINISH ENAMEL 

Apply an equal mixture of 

S-W Flat-Rite Enamel Un- 

dercoater and Enameloid in 

color selected. 

Rub lightly with No. 0000 

sandpaper to dispose of "nibs" 

and dust specks. 

Finish with Enameloid as it 

comes in the can. 

VARNISH 

When cleaned with Taxite, 
a freshening-up coat of Wood- 
craft Stain may be needed. 
Oak, walnut and mahogany 
may need re-filling with Paste 
Wood Filler. 



The first coat of Mar-Not Var- 
nish should be thinned slight- 
ly with Exolvent or turpen- 
tine. Dull uniformly with No. 
0000 sandpaper. Dust care- 
fully. 

For a gloss finish apply a 
second coat of Mar-Not with- 
out thinning. 

For a dull finish substitute 
a coat of Mar-Not Satin Fin- 
ish.

Cleaning pow- 
ders may remove stains if not 
bad. To prevent further 
staining, varnish screens and 
hardware with S-W Rexpar 
varnish thinned slightly with 
Exolvent. Prime copper and 
bronze with SWP Undercoat - 
er if painting or enameling. 




SPLINT CHAIR SEATS 

Wash cane, rush, splint chair 
seats with a cleaning solution 
and water (not soap). Pre- 
vent further discoloration: 
apply one or two coats of 
Mar-Not Varnish thinned 25' i 
with Exolvent or turpentine. 
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REFRIGERATORS 

After washing the refrigera- 
tor and enameled range with 
a cleaning solution and water, 
dry well and wipe over with 
Polish-Ol to keep it shining 
and sparkling.

S-W Prepared Wax will 
help protect laundry equip- 
ment from moisture and 
soap. 




DUSTING WALLS 

Remove spider webs and dust 
with a feather duster. Never 
use a dust mop it causes 
streaks that are hard to wash 
off.

Put celluloid hand shields 
over wall switch plates.

TO REVARNISH a var- 
nished floor when inertly 
soiled, wash thoroughly, rinse 
and dry. 

Wipe up floors with S-W 
Preparite before finishing to 
remove wax which would 
prevent new finishes from 
drying'. % 

Sandpaper rough and bare 
spots, wipe up all dust. 
Apply two coats of Mar Not 
Varnish. Thin the first coat 
with one pint of S-W Exolv- 
ent or turpentine to the gal- 
lon. 

For an imitation grain and 
varnish finish: Cover the old 
floor with two coats of Flo- 
lac ground color, then one of 
Graining Preparation. 
Apply one or more coats of 
Flo-lac varnish stain in de 
sired color. When dry pro- 
tect with a finish coat of 
Mar-Not Varnish (Gloss). 
For a dull rubbed effect , use 
a finish coat of Mar Not Satin 
Finish . 

Soft wood, also worn linoleum 
are splendid finished with 
Floor Enamel applied with a 
contrasting border or an all- 
over pattern of squares 12 
to 18 inches wide. 




BLEACH WORN SPOTS 

Worn spots in doorways may 
not wash clean with soap and 
water. Bleach to a natural 
color with a solution of a 
tablespoonful of oxalic acid 
to a pint of hot water, allow 
to dry overnight on the sur- 
face, then rinse well, and let 
dry. Sandpaper smooth. 
Touch up bare spots with 
Mar-Not Varnish thinned 
with turpentine. 
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FLOOR COLORS 

Dark floors make restful 
rooms and are flattering to 
rugs and furnishings. New 
hardwood floors may be en- 
riched by staining the wood 
with Oil Stain before varnish- 
ing or by using a dark Paste 
Wood Filler.

Even with white wood- 
work, stain and varnish the 
bannister dark, for reason 
both of style and finger- 
marks. On porch steps, paint 
treads in Porch and Deck 
Paint, risers in SWP, the 
house trim color. 
Repair loose treads and spin- 
dles before painting. 
Putty cracks after the prim 
ing coat but before the finish 
coat is applied. 
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DARK WOODWORK 

Before enameling dark wood- 
work, the old varnish should 
be sandpapered thoroughly 



dull to prevent new finish 
chipping. Preferably re- 

move it with S-W Taxite, 
then finish same as new 
wood. Mahogany or "bleed- 
ing" stains should be "locked 
in" with shellac before new 
finish is applied. 



PAINTING WOODWORK 




Enamel finish for new wood- 
work requires a first coat of 
Flat-Rite Undercoater, to 
which 1 pint of raw linseed 
oil is added per gallon of un- 
dercoater. Rub lightly with 
No. 4 sandpaper when dry. 
Fill nailholes with Pure Lin- 
seed Oil putty. 
Second coat of equal parts 
of Undercoater and the en- 
amel selected, is sandpapered 
when dry. Third coat: For 
gloss finish, Enameloid or 
Enamelastic; for dull finish, 
equal part mixture of En- 
ameloid and Flat-Rite Un- 
dercoater. 

Inexpensive utility finish for 
woodwork in recreation 
rooms, laundry service rooms, 
inside kitchen cupboards, 
etc., is achieved with Interior 
Gloss for high gloss finish. 
Semi-Lustre for satin finish.. 
Apply two coats, but add 
Exolvent or turpentine to 
first coat one pint per gal- 
lon of paint. 
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STAINING WOODWORK 

S-W Woodcraft stains pro- 
duce cleaner, richer tones 
than oil or pigment stains . 
Not tricky to apply on either 
soft or hardwoods. 
'Knotty pine is made softer 
and richer-toned by staining. 
For a dull "woody" unvar- 
nished effect on woodwork 
apply Woodcraft stain and 
a coat of S-W Marvelac seal- 
er. Then finish with Mar-Not 
Satin Finish (dries dull). 
A full varnish finish on open- 
grain woods, like oak, wal- 
nut, mahogany requires (1) 
Stain (2) Paste Wood Filler 
(3) Marvelac (4) Mar- Not 
Varnish, Previously finished 
surfaces can be stained and 
varnished in one operation 
with Flo-lac. Light finishes 
can be darkened [ to match 
dark oak, walnut or mahog- 
any, very satisfactorily. 




WINDOW SASH AND SILLS 

Hot sun and moisture break 
down ordinary finishes on 
windows quickly. 
Smoothen sash and sills with 
No. 00 sandpaper and apply 
two coats of S-W Rexpar 
Varnish right up to the glass 
to keep out moisture. 
For enamel finish, remove old 
weathered finish, smoothen 
and seal the wood with SWP 
Undercoater. Finish with En- 
ameloid. 

Use a small soft brush so the 
protective coats can cover 
thoroughly right up to the 
glass. Keep moisture from 
penetrating exposed wood. 
The finish will last longer. 




REMOVE WAX 

Before applying any new fin- 
ish wash the surface with soap 
and water — of course and 
dry. But also wipe with S-W 
Preparite or turpentine to 
remove floor wax, furniture 
polish or wax residue if paint 
and varnish remover has 
been used. Wax interferes 
with drying of the finish. 




WHAT COLOR VARNISHED 
FLOORS 

Decorators favor dark floors 
because they give better bal- 
ance to the room. And when 
selecting carpeting people do 
instinctively choose deeper 
tones than a floor, varnished 
natural color. Preferably, 
floors should be stained , filled 
with a dark filler, varnished 
and rubbed to a dull finish 
with steel wool or powdered 
pumice. 

However, where the lightest 
possible floor is required, use 
Transparent Paste Wood Fil- 
ler for oak floors, pure white 
shellac and S-W Prepared 
Wax polished with a buffing 
polisher. 

For a natural, durable var- 
nished finish use S-W Natu- 
ral Paste Wood Filler (no 
sealer coat) and finish with 
Mar-Not Gloss Varnish. 
Rub to a dull finish if desired.

CARE OF SCREENS 

Wash off dirt , grease and soot 
before storing away for the 
winter. If rusted, lay flat on 
newspapers and rub clean 
with turpentine then apply 
S-W Screen Enamel. Keep 
frames well covered with SWP 
or Screen Enamel, on edges 
as well as faces. One quart 
of screen enamel is enough 
for the average house. 




BRICK AND STUCCO HOMES 

S-W Brick and Stucco paint 
is an oil paint that seals and 
prevents penetration of rain. 
Lime washes and most water- 
mixed finishes furnish color 
and temporary decoration 
only . Rain washes them away . 
Cement type paints are dur- 
able and attractive when dry . 
But rain discolors them same 
as unpainted stucco and they 
do not waterproof the surface . 




PAINTING MOULDINGS 

In rooms with wide cornice 
mouldings dark stained effects 
or contrasting white enamel 
tend to make the room heavy 
and cut up. Try painting such 
cornices in a Kem-Tone color 
to match either the ceiling or 
side wall color. Painting the 
cornice same as the ceiling 
tends to make the room seem 
lower, while including it with 
the wall color adds height. 




REMOVING OLD FINISH

This first, sealer coat should 
be the selected color of Brick 
and Stucco Paint, mixed equal 
parts with S-W Brick and 
Stucco Mixing Sealer.

PAINTED FIREPLACES 

Dark brick or unglazed tile 
fireplaces can be painted with 
Kem-Tone to match enam- 
eled woodwork.

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SOME PAINTING DON'TS 



Don't paint on a hot surface 
let hot radiators cool 
on exterior surfaces in 
Summer follow the shade 
but in Spring and Fall fol- 
low the sun. 

Don't paint over dew or frost 
wait until sun dries the 
surface. 

Don't paint in freezing weather 
or when frost is expected. 

Don't leave painty or oily rags 
lying around. Submerge in 
a pail of water. 

Don't dust with your paint or 
varnish brush. Use a dust- 
ing brush before finishing. 

Don't use a bristle brush in 
lime or whitewash. Use a 
Tampico fiber brush. 

Don't paint a house until all 
broken, leaking gutters, 
down spouts and valleys 
are repaired. 

Don't neglect to putty all 
cracks, nailholes after the 
priming coat is applied. 

Don't paint over blistered or 
peeling paint. Scrape the 
surface clean and prime. 
But first stop the source 
of the trouble water. 

Don't apply any finish over a 
greasy surface clean off 
with Preparite or benzine. 

Don't fail to read directions 
on the label of each kind 
of finish you use. 

Don't leave paint uncovered 
overnight. Close can tight- 
ly. Cover Kem-Tone with 
a wet newspaper or heavy 
wet cloth. 



Don't fail to stir paint thor- 
oughly from the bottom of 
the can. 

Don't jam the brush into cor- 
ners it buckles the bristle 

. and spoils it for smooth 
work . 

Don 't spread house paint either 
too thick to dry thoroughly 
hard or too thin to provide 
a durable protective film. 

Don't neglect to clean brushes 
after using. Brushes are vi- 
tal materials. 

Clean Shellac brushes in 
alcohol . 

Clean lacquer brushes in 
lacquer thinner. 

Clean paint and enamel 
brushes in Exolvent or tur- 
pentine. 

Take paint-hardened 
brushes to our store to 
reclaim . 

Don't neglect to remove brok- 
en putty. Prime the wood, 
replace putty and paint it 
with SWP when hard. 

Don't paint or varnish over a 
glossy surface, Rub dull 
with fine sandpaper. 

Don't thin paint or clean brush- 
es near a flame. 

Don't stand a brush in water 
clean it immediately af- 
ter using or hang it in a 
closed brush keeper with 
turpentine and oil, Wash 
out Kem-Tone brushes im- 
mediately in soapsuds, 

Don't use an interior finish for 
an exterior surface. 




MILDEW 

Mildew discolors house paint 
in certain parts of the coun- 
try. Where the trouble is 
widespread your dealer can 
supply you with SWP House 
Paint specially made to re- 
sist mildew. Otherwise, add 
S-W Mildew Resistant Paste 
to regular SWP. First scrub 
the mildew spots with a solu- ' 
tion of tri-sodium phosphate 
and water before repainting. 
Rinse well and let dry before 
painting. Paint only in warm 
dry weather when the paint 
will dry promptly. 




BLACKOUT MARKING PAINT 

Prevent possible accidents 
during future blackouts. Paint 



white bands or stripes on ob- 
jects about the yard, farm 
and buildings to guide you, 
such as: the curb and drive- 
way, gateways, porch steps, 
tree trunks , doors , etc . These 
need not be marked with lu- 
minous material although that 
would be excellent. Ordinary 
white house paint has con- 
sirable visibility even where 
there is no light to reflect from 
lamps. A white strip on top 
and bottom steps of the porch 
and cellarway may save a 
painful fall. More accidents 
occurred during the black- 
outs in London than from 
bomb casualties. 




GARAGE ROOFS 

Flat garage roofs require reg- 
ular inspection because they 
do not drain rapidly. Before 
coating, sweep clean of all 
gravel and dirt. If badly brok- 
en up, cover with composition 
roofing felt . I fin fair condition , 



merely dried out, coat with 
S-W Ebonol coal tar roof 
paint. Ordinary holes and 
cracks fill securely with S-W 
Elastic Roof Cement trowel- 
led on. Then apply an all-over 
roof coating of S-W Liquid 
Roof Cement spread with a 
roofing brush. Cover with 
clean gravel to permit walking 
on the surface. Ebonol covers 
100-200 square feet. Liquid 
Roof Cement 40-100 square 
feet per gallon depending upon 
the condition of the surface. 




PAINT BASEMENT PIPES 

Insulated hot air ducts or 
steam pipes can be cleaned up 
and made attractive by a coat 
of Kem-Tone in white or a 
tint to match the wall color. 
Bare metal pipes usually are 
painted with Enameloid in 
colors to identify cold and 
hot water or gas. 




PAINTING DAMP PLASTER 

Government specifications re- 
quire new plaster to cure for 
90 days before painting.

How- 
ever, these new plaster walls

If possible remove them when 
wet using S-W Exolvent or 
S-W Preparite.
